Library  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Tozun  of  Giford: 

The  trustees  of  the  Gilford  Public  Library  present  their 
annual  report  together  with  that  of  treasurer  of  library 
funds  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1905.  The  librarian's 
record  shows  that  the  library  now  contains  1,517  volumes; 
added  since  last  report,  280  volumes.  The  total  number 
of  books  loaned  the  past  year  has  been  2,475,  classed  as 
follows:  Fiction,  2,222;  juvenile  fiction,  189;  history,  42; 
general  literature,  12;  poetry,  9;  science,  2.  Largest 
number  of  books  loaned  in  any  one  day,  38;  107  books 
came  too  late  to  be  recorded  in  last  3'ear's  report;  154 
new  books  were  received  in  November;  15  books  have 
been  given  by  the  State.  Mrs.  Mary  Baker  Eddy's 
"Science  and  Health"  has  been  presented  to  the  library 
by  Miss  M.  Ethel  Whitcomb  of  Boston;  "The  History  of 
the  Carnegie  Steel  Company"  b}-  Mr.  James  Howard 
Bridge  of  New  York  city  and  the  Histor}/-  of  the  Town 
of  Hampstead,  in  two  volumes,  by  Mrs.  Harriet  E.  Noyes 
of  Hampstead,  N.  H.  Your  trustees  had  the  opportunity' 
of  securing  (as  they  considered)  a  ver}-  good  encyclopedia 
of  12  volumes  for  $17.65,  which  were  purchased  partly 
with  funds  raised  for  that  purpose  as  mentioned  in  last 
year's  report. 

We  have  had  23  volumes  re-bound.  A  hanging  lamp 
has  been  purchased,  and  a  clock  and  rocking  chair  have 
been  presented  through  the  efforts  of  our  efficient  libra- 
rian, Mrs.  Carrie  Gill,  and  several  lady  patrons  of  the 
library. 

Your  trustees  wish   to    extend   their   thanks  to  all  who 
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have  in  any  way  contributed  to  the  welfare  of  the  hbrary 
during-  the  past  year.
